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On May 23, 1721 the first of five parcels of land was given to the East Parish of 
Bridgewater (now East Bridgewater) by Samuel Allen for the purpose of 
establishing a common to be used primarily for the purpose of training soldiers. 
The common is opposite the First Parish Church which was the seat of early govern- 
ment until May 28, 1823. The meeting house itself continued to be the site of town 
meetings until the Town Hall was built in 1839. 


Following the Civil War, the Town erected a Soldiers Monument to honor the men 
from East Bridgewater who had served the Union. The monument was dedicated on 
September 7, 1874. | 


Although the Common was traditionally considered the property of the First Parish 
Church, it was used by many of the citizens of East Bridgewater. Public band con- 
certs were held on the common during the 1930’s and many of the town’s churches 
held their annual lawn parties there through the 1950’s. 


In October 1983, the Town of East Bridgewater purchased the Common from the 
First Parish Church making it once again the common property of all the town’s 
citizens as it was in the 1700’s.

A city or 
town may appropriate funds for expenses incurred in providing education for 
such non-resident students or for such students who are foster care children, 
which funds shall be expended by the School Committee in addition to funds pro- 
vided from other sources. NOT A VOTE. 
Article 18: Voted to amend the Town’s Personnel By-Laws by striking out Section 
19 and Section 21 thereof and by inserting in their place the following: 
Section 19. BEREAVEMENT LEAVE 
For the purpose of this Section, ‘‘immediate family’’ shall be deemed to include 
spouse, child, mother, father, mother-in-law, father-in-law, sister, brother. In the 
event of a death in the immediate family of a permanent full time employee, the 
employee shall be granted leave without loss of pay up to three (3) days. In the 
event of the death of an aunt, uncle, grandparent, grandchild, brother-in-law, 
sister-in-law, niece, nephew of a permanent full time employee, the employee 
shall be granted one (1) day off without loss of pay if the funeral is on the 
employees regularly scheduled work day. 


In the event of a death in the immediate family of a regular part time employee, 
the employee shall be granted one (1) day off without loss of pay if the funeral is 
on a regularly scheduled work day. In the event of the death of an aunt, uncle, 
grandparent, grandchild, brother-in-law, sister-in-law, niece, nephew, employee 
shall be granted one (1) day off without loss of pay if the funeral is on a regularly 
scheduled work day. 


Section 21. CONFLICTING BY-LAWS 

All By-Laws or parts of By-Laws in conflict with this By-Law are hereby re- 
pealed. If any provision of this By-Law shall conflict with any civil service law or 
union contract in force or regulation applicable to any position, or any other law, 
it shall be deemed modified by the law, contract or regulation sufficiently only to 
end the conflict. The invalidity of any provision hereof shall not be construed to 
invalidate any other provision hereof. 

Article 19: Voted to amend the Town’s By-laws by re-numbering under part Four 
Section ‘‘V’’, Miscellaneous, which starts out ‘‘The finished grade line of all dwellings 
and customary accessory buildings shall not be less than (6) inches above the highest 
point...’’ and Section ‘‘VI’’ entitled ‘‘Right of Appeal,’’ both sections added at the 
special town meeting held July 29, 1981, to sections ‘‘VI’’ and ‘‘VII’’, respectively.

Article 21: Voted to adjourn at 10:10 P.M. to meet again on Saturday, April 9, 
1983 for the election under Article 21 and to meet again on Monday, May 9, 1983 at the

To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

Your Board of Selectmen submit to you our Annual Report of progress and major 
actions taken throughout the year. 

Upon reorganization of the Board in April of this year, proposed priorities for the 
coming year were discussed. Our priorities as agreed, are as follows: 


1. Computerization of Town Office Department. 
2. Acceptance of approved subdivision streets for town meeting action by coor- 
dination of Planning Board, Highway Department and Board of Selectmen. 
Continuing Matfield River ‘‘clean-up.’’ 
4. Improved industrial base via the Industrial Development Commission and reac- 
tivating the Industrial Development Commission. 
5. Budgetary planning with all Departments before the Budget process and 
Department Head meetings quarterly. 
6. Address Capital Budget Plan 
a. Town Department 
b. Town Office Building 
c. Building renovations and up-grading in general 
7. Annual Town Meeting Date—Change 
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The Board is very pleased to report that all of the above issues have been addressed 
and are either completed to the satisfaction of the Board or are under extensive study 
for further action prior to the end of fiscal 1984. 

Other areas which the Board has addressed with success this past year were the pur- 
chase of the Town Common at a cost of $35,000; updated job descriptions of all town — 
office personnel; negotiations with all departments which led to the successful comple- 
tion of two year contracts; the sale of town owned land which helps our cash position 
while under the tight fiscal constraints of Proposition 2%; and the establishment of a 
Financial Fact Finding Committee to assist the Board of Selectmen in gathering vital in- 
formation to help the Board get a better picture of our overall financial position. 

The four major projects which the Board is currently attempting to resolve in the 
best interest of the townspeople, are the Washington Street project, Intermediate 
School revitalization, Cable Television, and the Matfield River pollution. With the ef- 
fort of Town Counsel, State Representative Allan R. Chiocca and State Senator Ed- 
ward P. Kirby, we hope to have these matters resolved within the next twelve months. 

The Board wishes to thank those who participated in negotiating contracts with the 
town, for their cooperation this past year. Also, the Personnel Board is to be commend- 
ed for their efforts in upgrading the information on file which led the Board of Select- 
men to propose an upgrading of the wage grids for both elected and appointed person- 
nel. This will be presented at Annual Town Meeting for discussion and hopefully ap- 
proval by the voters. 

We ask for your continued input of ideas, thoughts, suggestions and methods that 
we can study and utilize to make our town government function more cost efficiently 
and effectively. Your attendance at our meetings are always welcomed and we sincerely 
urge all voters to attend all Town Meetings. 

Last but not least, the Board of Selectmen sincerely appreciate the efforts of Ken- 
neth E. MacMullen, Town Counsel; Robert E. Lundberg, Building Inspector; Marilyn — 
M. Mondeau, Town Accountant; Evelyn M. Pittsley and Pauline Singleton, who make 
our job much easier with their untiring efforts on our behalf.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


It is with great pride that the Board of sgn Trustees submits its Annual Report 
for the year 1983. 

For the Board of Library Trustees, 1983 was a year of challenges as well as a time 
filled with opportunites. The retirement of veteran staff members and the loss of 
valuable experience and skills necessitated a review of priorities, a re-evaluation of serv- 
ices, and the development of new systems. Repeated calls for budget reductions, 
euphemistically referred to as ‘‘level funding’ continued to decrease library purchasing 
power and the demise of the CETA Youth Program further depleted our staff. It is in 
this context, therefore, that our accomplishments must be considered and evaluated. 

One of our most important community resources is the vast reservoir of talent in 
the library staff. Through the skills, expertise and sheer determination of professional 
and support librarians, circulation of library materials increased by nineteen percent in 
two years. All reporting units including the public and school libraries showed marked 
increases. 

In an attempt to update skills and innovate internal procedures, Carl Sturgis and 
Joan Leland completed coursework relating to microcomputer applications in libraries. 
Course objectives included efficient delivery of service and future growth without the 
need for additional personnel. Anne Wilson, newly appointed Catalog-Reference 
Librarian, also completed studies in current cataloging, and will be responsible fon con- 
verting the collection into machine-readable form. 

The Trustees have designated funding of the Book Budget as their top priority. The 
need for information among all groups continues to grow in geometric progressions. 
Some financial support from the School Committee has helped school library collec-. 
tions grow in both quantity and quality. Answers to scientific, literary, consumer, voca- 
tional, and historical questions are expected in school libraries. Clarifying issues and 
giving some perspective to a variety of contemporary topics are among the respon- 
sibilities of School Librarians Anne Hynes, Allene Hamilton, and Victoria Boucher. 
Recently appointed Middle School Library Aide Joan Murphy, formerly a librarian in 
the Abington Public Schools, brings exprience and individualized attention to her new 
position. 

Limited resources and growing needs have also encouraged more regional co- 
operation among area libraries. East Bridgewater hosted a Book Publishers Cooperative 
where multiple purchase discounts were calculated on a regional basis. An Interlibrary 
Loan Delivery System has given residents access to area holdings and Bookmobile Serv- 
ice has continued to supplement local resources. The need to protect and preserve 
materials also led to the development of regional shipments to a selected bindery, giving 
us good value and efficient service. A grant from the Taunton Subregional Library 
System, an organization fostering regional cooperation, has encouraged progress in this 
area, and our holdings will eventually be included in the database at the Boston Public 
Library. 

Another measure of the value of shared resources is the continual demand for the 
use of library facilities. Planned and coordinated by Administrative Assistant Betty 
Cooper, the library has welcomed the Democratic and Republican Town Committees, 
the Senior Citizens, a group of investors who utilize the financial resources in our collec- 
tion and the Woman’s and Garden Clubs. Meetings of department heads and Can- | 
didates Night also contribute to the library as a source of information for the entire 
town. 

Community organizations, businesses, and concerned citizens have also been in- 
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strumental in contributing to library service. Through the generosity of the Knights of 
Columbus, a Community Calendar was established and is a valuable reference tool for 
the staff. The Polaroid Corporation in Cambridge donated four cameras to our collec- 
tion, and the Internal Revenue Service has designated the library as a center for 
reproducible federal tax forms and for current information. The Eastman Fund 
donated a Library Pass to the New England Aquarium and sponsored a summer puppet 
show for over one hundred children. 

Many citizens have also contributed to interesting and artistic displays at the 
library. Floral arrangements from the gardens of Gladys Tallman, Belle Kane, and 
Edna Whitmore brightened our building and numerous decorative plants from Whit- 
marsh Farms celebrated a variety of occasions. Area artists and crafters have shared 
their talents with townspeople at the library. Dolls by Myrtle Hawkins and Dee Rogers, 
stained glass by Robert Duprey, wood carvings by James Powers, folk sculpture by Pat 
MacMurray, and quilt shows organized by Antoinette McGrail underscored the 
library’s role as a center of local art and culture. The Grange also shared information 
with townspeople through an exhibit, and the Children’s Room hosted a 4H display, a 
hobby show, and a display of model trains by Winston Stone. 

- If one were to describe the plan of service in the Town Library System, a commit- 
ment to public education, information, and culture would certainly be part of the 
definition. This philosophy, embodied in Leia Canelli’s fifty-three years of public serv- 
ice, continues to guide the entire library staff. The Open House in honor of her many 
contributions to the general welfare of the community attracted over two hundred well- 
wishers who offered their congratulations and many sincere thanks for a job well done. 
Her approach was fresh, her skills sharp, and her interest in people genuine. Although 
retired in June, Miss Canelli will always be part of the Town Library System. 

The retirement of Custodian Sanford Nute also contributed to the sense of change 
at the library. In his five years of service, building repairs and improvements con- 
tributed to the safety, appearance, structural integrity, and energy efficiency of the 
Public Library. Walter Tucker, formerly a High School Custodian, was selected to fill 
this important position and will continue to maintain and improve our facilities. 

In many respects 1983 was a year of transition in the Town Library System. 
Recognizing the value of continuity, however, and wishing to recognize skill and ex- 
perience the Trustees voted to appoint Irene Nardi as Assistant Librarian. Mrs. Nardi 
has a thorough knowledge of contemporary literature, a reference background, and an 
interest in public service. She has maintained the high standards of her predecessor 
while exploring avenues of innovative library services. A maternity leave by Children’s 
Librarian Mary Davis brought former Librarian Joan Leland and Children’s Assistant 
Deborah Smith to serve as substitutes. A record number of youngsters attended story 
hours, pre-school visits, school tours, and summer programs. We continue to strive to 
meet the growing needs of youngsters in the town. 

Through creative librarianship, support from various Town Departments, regional 
co-operation and co-ordination, and commitment from a staff of dedicated profes- 
sionals, library services will continue to serve a growing community. At the same time, 
advances in technology will have to be utilized, and the Town Library System will have 
to carefully articulate the needs of an informed citizenry and translate them into a pro- 
gram of service.

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Report of the Police Department 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

The Police Department wishes to report that 1983 was an eventful year for the 
department. I wish to thank the members of the Police Department, Board of Select- 
men and all other Town Departments for their assistance and cooperation during the 
year. 

Changes in personnel of the department included the retirement, due to disability, 
of Sgt. Robert A. Cavanagh. The department wishes him well during his retirement. 
Three Permanent Patrolmen were hired in July of 1983: John E. Cowan, Thomas W. 
Reed and Kevin E. Sullivan. These men attended the State Police Academy in Fram- 
ingham and after graduation were assigned regular scheduled shifts on the department. 
Permanent-Intermittent Police Officers were also hired for the department, bringing 
that group to seven. 

In December of ’83 Governor Dukakis approved our request to the Governor’s 
Highway Safety Bureau for implementation of special saturation patrols, targeted 
toward removing motorists operating under the influence and driving while intoxicated 
from the streets and roadways of East Bridgewater. This grant is in the amount of 
$4,000.00 for East Bridgewater. This project will be utilized with Bridgewater and West 
Bridgewater Police Departments for patrol teams at various locations to create general 
deterrence through a perceived risk of apprehension in a necessary gr ee in any 
long range effort to diminish the incidence of drunken driving.

Report of the 
East Bridgewater Police Building Study Committee 


This committee, created by The Annual Town Meeting on April 4, 1983, has spent 
the past year analyzing the building needs of the East Bridgewater Police Department. 

The committee discussed the present and future needs of the Police Department at 
length. Chief Arnold estimated the department would grow to 30-35 officers and that a 
larger building would become a necessity. The committee conducted an extensive tour 
of the current P. D. building facilities. Several unique areas of concern were noted: 


1. All offices serve more than one function. 

2. There isn’t a smoke detector system in the building which is a major con- 
cern. 

3. The building does not have a sprinkler system of any type. 

. There is no fire alarm hook-up directly to the fire station. 

5. The public access areas and the necessary secure police areas are not 
separated which could lead to a serious problem in a crisis situation. 

6. The adult detention areas are located in the basement which means that 
suspects must be taken down a steep stairway to the cells. 

7. There is no mechanical observation of the cell area which means that the 
officer on duty must lock the front door and go down to the basement 
every half hour to check on the inmate. If there were a security problem, 
the officer would be alone in dealing with the situation. 
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8. The driveway to the basement of the station is on the adjoining property. 
This is under the control of the neighbor and there is no assurance of con- 
tinued police access to the basement of the building. 

9. The intersection at the town center has been described as one of the most 
dangerous in Massachusetts. This intersection is the major access to the 
town from the Police Department. 


The committee also observed that the current police station which was originally 
built as a gas station and converted to a fire station before its current use as the 
E.B.P.D. was never designed for police department functions. The current building 
which is also in a state of disrepair, appears to have serious safety considerations and is 
a very poor location all of which causes the committee to have a great concern about the 
current E. B. police department facility. 

The committee toured a number of possible sites for the relocation of the police 
department. Among the areas were vacant land on Spring Street, the Fire Department 
on Bedford Street, and the Town Hall property near the center. It was the unanimous 
feeling of the committee that the Intermediate School site on Bedford Street held the 
best promise for a suitable location for the police department. 

_ The property (approximately 3 acres) is Town-owned. The concrete building is 
structually sound, and the location is ideal. The major issue is the size of the building 
(approximately 22,000 square feet) which is much larger than police department re- 
quirements (approximately 5,000 square feet). 

It was beyond the scope of our committee to deal with the possible use of the fa- 
cility by other town departments. Therefore, our final recommendation to the Select- 
men was that the Police Department should be relocated to the Intermediate School 
site, and in conjunction, a larger committee should be formed to make recommenda- 
tions to the town concerning municipal use of the Intermediate School site for various 
town departments.

The call firefighter recruit program, mentioned in last year’s report, resulted in six 
new appointments with more to follow. 

These units are 
positive pressure type, the most up-to-date models available. 

Ambulance collections are averaging $24,000.00 per year. This money is deposited 
in a special account and may be used for any cost directly attributed to our ambulance 
operation. Smoke detector inspection fee collections are averaging $1,300.00 per year. 
This money is returned to the Town Treasurer and deposited into the general town 
fund. 

Apparatus and equipment of this department is in generally acceptable condition, 
with the exception of Ladder #1, which has a continual problem of repair and 
maintenance.

Thursday at the Library and the third Thursday at the Community Building, Riddell 
Road. 

East Bridgewater Home Health Agency statistics are reflecting the fact that pa- 
tients are being sent home earlier from the hospital as the government tries to control 
runaway hospital costs. Nursing visits reflect a 23% increase over last year. This has also 
meant, however, that the nurses are caring for sicker patients. 

‘*You can be taken care of at home,’’ or ‘‘you can go home from the hospital 
now,’’ are some of the most welcome words we can hear. They mean a chance to be 
reunited with family and friends and be in the comfortable surroundings of home. 
Health care indeed begins at home. / 

There is a loan closet at the office. Wheelchairs, walkers, canes, crutches, and com- 
modes are available. This equipment is available through donations made to the East 
Bridgewater Public Health Nursing Association. 
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A total of $78,703.23 was returned to the town for 1983 via third party billing for 
services rendered by agency staff. This reflects a special effort we have made this year to 
recover some shortfall from previous years.

The Board of Health, having a busy schedule, met on a regular basis throughout 
the year to conduct the business relevant to the Board. Meetings were held on the 
second Wednesday of each month at 9:00 A.M. and the fourth Tuesday of each month 
at 7:00 P.M. in the L. Gladys Farren Nurses’ Cottage. Other meetings and hearings of 
importance to the Board were attended during the year at various places. The members 
of the Board of Health consist of William A. Johnson, Chairman, Donald E. Nelson, 
Clerk, and Robert H. Jones, member. 

Mr. Joseph Rodricks, Health Inspector, spent the past year observing perc tests, 
checking repairs to septic systems, investigating numerous complaints of housing and 
miscellaneous health code violations. He conducted inspections of all retail stores and 
restaurants. He also performed swab testing in all food service estalishments for 
laboratory examination. 

Mr. Raymond E. Tardie has been the overseer of the Disposal Area for the past 
year. Disposal stickers for this area, during the year, were dispersed by the Police 
Department at the Police Station during normal working hours. 

During the past few years the Board has been involved in litigation with the East 
Bridgewater Associates Landfill at 234 Thatcher Street, East Bridgewater. Some of this 
litigation has been resolved and a copy of which is on file in the records of the Board of 
Health. 

Sharon Waldron resigned as Administrative Clerk of the Board of Health on 
November 11, 1983 to accept a position at Massasoit Community College. We wish her 
much success in her new position. On November 14, 1983 Elaine Dube was appointed as 
the new Administrative Clerk for the Board. 

Monies collected by the Board of Health and turned back to the Town of East 
Bridgewater for the year 1983 totaled $8,670.60. 

We wish to thank our employees: Robert E. Lundberg, Building Inspector; Ed- 
ward E. Arnold, Chief of Police; Town Officials; and all Town Departments for their 
continued co-operation and support during the past year.

Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater, the 
Conservation Commission submits its report for 1983. 

The Commission has had a very busy year due in part to the revised Massachusetts 
Wetlands Protection Act which went into effect on April 1, 1983 and which required at- 
tendance at many meetings to discuss the changes in rules and new methods of protect- 
ing the wetlands. Under the new rules the Commission issued several requests for Deter- 
mination of Applicability, received Notices of Intent and issued Orders of Condition 
for same, Issued Cease and Desist Orders. Many complaints of possible violations of the 
Wetlands Protection act and requests for clarification were resolved. : 

East Bridgewater is over forty percent wetlands and buildable land not involving 
wetlands is becoming scarce and as a result more builders are getting in or near wetlands 
requiring the use of the Conservation Commission. 

Many large areas that will require some Conservation Filings are in the process of 
being developed, such as Boelsma’s Farm, Elm and Summer Street, and Elm and Grove 
Street: 

The Thatcher Street Landfill Expansion was one of the Notice of Intent filings that 
required considerable time and expense for the continued meetings and public hearings. 
The Commission after many hearings and review of the information provided to our 
consulting engineer denied the application for expansion. 

The Commission, in keeping with its Phase II Plan, purchased along the Satucket. 
River adjoining Conservation Land, nine acres more or less plus a log cabin. We feel 
this property along the river will provide a source of many types of recreation, as well as 
creating considerable open space. 
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We would like again to remind the voters of East Bridgewater, as the work of the 
Commission continues to increase, that serious consideration should be given to the 
necessity of hiring a Conservation Administrator as is being done in other towns. 

Regular meetings are held the first and third Tuesday of the month and the office is 
also open the first and third Wednesday of the month from one to four P.M.

The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are pleased 
to submit the following report of our activities during 1983. 

The Project is a special district, created by the State Legislature in 1957, that is now 
composed of 20 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of 
Cohasset in Norfolk County. Approximately 350,000 people are served at an annual per 
capita cost of $1.05. 

1983 was a difficult year for mosquito control operators in southeastern 
Massachusetts. A warm winter and heavy rains resulted in heavy mosquito breeding, 
especially of the species responsible for transmitting Eastern Equine Encephalitis. Dur- 
ing August, crews were operating nearly 24 hours per day, 7 days per week, to lower the 
potential for transmission of this deadly and unpredictable disease. The Project expects 
to receive approximately $20,000 from the Governor’s Emergency Fund to help offset 
the costs incurred during the outbreak. It is quite likely however, that more Encephalitis 
activity will occur in 1984. ; 

In order to prioritize a massive number of possible mosquito control activities and 
thereby make efficient use of a very limited budget, a system has been developed to 
monitor adult and larval mosquito populations across our 603 square miles. 
Voluminous amounts of data are being collected from 1500 to 2000 breeding areas thus 
far located, catalogued, and visited periodically during the warm season. With the aid 
of a newly acquired computer system, we can utilize the data to more readily isolate 
areas where various control methods will result in the greatest relief from mosquitoes 
with minimum hazard or environmental impact. 

During 1983, the Project’s accomplishments were greater than any other previous 
year despite per capita expenditures that have not been increased in nearly eight years. 
Previous annual reports have listed various data representing the magnitude of ac- 
complishments in various activity categories on a sum-total basis. This year for the first 
time, again with the aid of a computer, the figures specific to the town of East 
Bridgewater are given below. Though mosquitoes ignore political boundaries, these 
figures may provide a better picture of the cost effectiveness of our program. 

1. Insecticide Application. In the Town of East Bridgewater, 10,240 acres were 
treated by truck mounted sprayers for the control of adult mosquitoes. Many visits over 
the course of 15 weeks were required to accomplish this. As we have completely con- 
verted to the use of silent electric sprayers used at night, many residents expressed 
dismay believing that we were no longer spraying at all. 

Our greatest increase in effort has occurred in the control of mosquito larvae in 
pools, swamps, marshes and other standing water areas that have been located and 
catalogued. Inspectors periodically collecting data at these sites will treat with relatively 
non-toxic larvacides (usually mineral oil) if substantial numbers of larvae are found. In 
East Bridgewater, a sum-total of 340 visits were made to 37 potential breeding sites. 
_ Some of these were at the request of East Bridgewater homeowners with standing water 
on their properties. 

Finally, a total of 521 treatments were made to storm sewer catch basins to prevent 
breeding. 
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2. Water Management. During 1983, crews removed blockages, brush and 
obstructions from 2375 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or 
stagnation that can result in mosquito breeding. An additional 400 linear feet of ditch 
was reclaimed using a hydraulic backhoe. We regret that due to the heavy demand and 
our limited resources, requests for backhoe work that have no demonstrable bearing on 
mosquito control must be rejected. 

We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for information 
about mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, sources of breeding, or other matters of 
concern. Controlling mosquitoes and the diseases they carry is a difficult and ongoing 
job that benefits from the input of those affected. 


Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater, MA.: 

The Board held regular meetings throughout the year but changed its meeting night 
from Monday to the second and fourth Wednesdays, beginning in May. Newly elected 
member Roy Gardner began serving in April. 

The Board acted upon 16 ‘‘Form A’’ plans which were not subdivisions under the 
law and took the following action on ‘‘Form B’’ subdivisions plans: 


1. Released remaining lots on Pine Estates, Hudson Terrace. 

2. Modified roadway requirements for M. Silva on Bridge St. 

3. Reviewed Pine Tree I concerning completion of turnaround. 

4. Reviewed unfinished road construction at Broadmeadow. 

5. Approved a 1 lot plan off of East St. for L. Trudeau.

To the Residents of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council we are pleased to pre- 
sent this report of the Council’s activities for 1983. 

During the year, the Council’s work was directed toward three major program 
areas of importance to the member communities of the Council although the staff and 
Council members were actively involved in other programs and issues as well. The three 
major programs of the Council during the year were: Transportation and Transit Plan- 
ning; Economic Development planning and coordination activities; and, Area Agency 
on Aging planning, coordination and implementation of elder services programs. 

The Transportation and Transit planning activities of the Council involved the 
development of a Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) for the OCPC region 
that presented the priorities for the construction of transportation improvements for 
each community. The TIP includes all transportation improvements required in the 
region from an individual intersection improvement in a community to the widening 
and improvement of Route 27 in the region. The TIP also describes each project, 
classifies these according to federal and state funding categories and assigns local, state 
and regional priority. 

The OCPC staff began efforts to coordinate an informational program to alert 
communities to options available to them during the reconstruction of the Southeast 
Expressway to begin in early 1984. Various options including additional bus and rail 
service, carpooling, and vanpooling are being promoted in an effort to minimize the 
problem of commuting to work. 

In addition, the Council’s transportation program has spearheaded an effort to 
relieve traffic congestion during the S.E. Expressway reconstruction through the 
development of regional ‘‘Park and Ride’’ lots. Park and Ride facilities have been 
developed at Routes 3 and 139 in Pembroke; in Bridgewater at the intersection of 
Routes 24 and 104; and in West Bridgewater at Elm Square. A commuter parking lot 
was also approved for Abington at Lincoln Boulevard. . 

Technical reports published by OCPC during the year included a study of Handi- 
capped Transit Service Development; the Route 27 Corridor Improvement Study; 
Neighborhood Statistics Program in cooperation with the U.S. Bureau of the Census; 
Regional Traffic Volumes; Brockton Area Transit Service Evaluation; and, Selected 
Regional Intersection Turning Movements and traffic counts. OCPC also acquired traf- 
fic counting devices which will be used to gather traffic volume data in area com- 
munities. . 

The Economic Development activities of the Council centered on a study of the 
feasibility of developing a regional industrial park-office complex at the intersection of 
Routes 495, 24 and 104 in the town of Bridgewater. The Council’s study demonstrated 
the feasibility of developing the area with proper safeguards and this provided the basis 
for rezoning the area by the town. The Council feels this area has the potential for being 
a major employment center in the Old Colony region. 

In addition, the Council acting as the regional clearinghouse for review of In- 
dustrial Revenue Bond applications processed over twenty-four million dollars in 
financing for area businesses. The town of Avon benefitted the most from the financing 
_ program with $11,530,000 in bond monies going to the town. Other communities 
benefitting through the program included: Stoughton—$6,900,000; 
Easton—$2,400,000; Kingston—$1,200,000; Plymouth—$955,000; 
Brockton—$550,000; and, Bridgewater—$525,000. The Industrial Revenue Bond pro- 
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gram was threatened to be severely restricted by the U.S. Treasury Department during 
the year, but OCPC joined with other supporters of the program to have this important 
program continued. Industrial Revenue Bonds were the main sources of economic 
development financing available to business during the year. 

As the Area Agency on Aging responsible for administering Older Americans Act 
monies allocated to the region, OCPC funded and coordinated a wide range of services 
to elders. Programs included: Nutrition programs; Senior Center development; Home 
Health Aide care; Hospice care; Legal Assistance; and, elderly transportation among 
other services made available through the programs funded by OCPC. District com- 
munities directly benefitting through grants from the program include: Avon, nutri- 
tion, transportation, and health screening programs; Bridgewater, Senior Center Assis- 
tant Coordinator; Brockton, Dorn-Davies Senior Center and Massasoit New Life 
Senior Center; East Bridgewater, transportation program; Easton, Shuttle Bus grant; 
Hanson, Senior Center Coordinator; Kingston, Shuttle Bus grant; Pembroke, Senior 
Center and transportation program; Plymouth, Senior Center Stoughton, transporta- 
tion; and, West Bridgewater, Senior Center. 

OCPC also funded several areawide programs of benefit to elders such as the 
Senior Law Project; Catholic Charities Home Health Aide, Respite and Hospice 
Outreach programs; the Cranberry Area Hospice program; and Emergency Assistance 
program; Nursing Home Ombudsman program; and, the Nutrition program. 

The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of its 
member communities, the participation and involvement of members of the Joint 
Transportation Committee chaired by Mr. John Yaney; the Overall Economic Develop- 
ment Committee chaired by Mr. George Baldwin and the Area Agency on Aging Ad- 
visory Committee chaired by Mr. John Mather. The Council also recognizes the work 
of local boards and commissions and the many government agencies, public and private 
institutions and individuals who have assisted the Council.

In early fall a research project known as ‘‘House-Story’’ was initiated by Joan S.

Library, and the Plymouth County Registry of Deeds to research their own homes. 

Other projects carried on by the Historical Commission have been: 


1. A marker has been placed at the Cemetery on Harvard Street: ‘‘Whitman 
Family Cemetery—1816.’’ 

2. The sign on Hobart Park which was knocked down has been repaired and re- 
painted. 

3. A survey of Town buildings older than fifty years and a survey of monuments 
and artifacts of copper, bronze or stone were made for the Division of Air 
Quality Control, relative to its study of the effects of acid rain. 

4. A study of roads in town with the exception of numbered routes and those in 
new developments was made in connection with the Scenic Roads Act. All 
points of interest including shade trees, old houses and stone walls have been 
recorded. 

5. Plantings in the watering trough in front of the Brick Store have been carried 
out to celebrate all seasons.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The Board of Water Commissioners is pleased to inform the Town that construc- 
tion of Well Site #3, off Washington Street near the Satucket River, is continuing and 
completion is expected the summer of 1984. 

Phase #2 of the Well #3 construction project is underway, known as the Cross 
Country Main, in that the necessary land needed for this phase of the project is under 
agreement to be purchased and preliminary plans and specifications have been 
prepared. 

Effective January 1, 1984, we have revised the Rules and Regulations for the Water 
Department for which copies can be obtained at the Water Department Office. Also, ef- 
fective as of January 3, 1984, the Board instituted a fee of $10.00 for each non- 
scheduled meter reading in relation to final readings when property is sold. This fee will 
be charged to the seller of any property in the Town. 

The Department under the direction of Superintendent Lyman Howard, reports 
that 220 new meters with outside remotes were installed in 1983 in the Department’s 
continuing effort of having the Town completely metered. This program will continue 
in the forthcoming year. 

The Department installed 26 new services, repaired 11 services, repaired or replaced 
7 hydrants, performed emergency repairs for 9 water main breaks, and responded to 
numerous srvice calls. In addition, the Water Department provided assistance to other 
Town Departments in the form of manpower and equipment. 

The Board of Water Commissioners accepted with regret the resignation of Mr. 
Michael E. Perrault from the Board. The Board wishes to thank Michael for his 
valuable service since 1976. 

Mr. Robert F. Reardon, 37 Lorraine Drive, was appointed to fill the unexpired 
term of Mr. Perrault.

Report of Self Help Incorporated 


Self Help, Inc., is Greater Brockton’s anti-poverty agency dedicated to improving 
the quality of life of limited income individuals and families, and making all segments 
of the community responsive to the needs of limited-income, disadvantaged and mi- 

-nority needs. 

During the program year ending September 30, 1983, Self Help, Inc. received a 
total funding of $11,491,998 and provided 700,828 direct services to the area’s limited- 
income individuals and families. 
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East Bridgewater residents received 9,993 direct services totaling $179,408 during 
our program year. 

The total funding of $11.5 million does not tell the real value of human services 
delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an addi- 
tional $1,062,180 of other community resources such as CETA, Commonwealth Service 
Corps, and local City and Town contributions as well as volunteers. The gross volume 
of Self Help, Inc. during the past program year was $12.6 million. 

Self Help currently employs 252 individuals, many of whom are limited-income 
and minorities. 

We feel that the program year 10/1/82 to 9/30/83 was a successful one for Self 
Help, Inc., and very helpful to our limited-income population. We thank the area’s 
Board of Selectmen, town volunteers and the Selectmen’s representative, Mr. Charles 
Baker, to our Board of Directors for helping to make our program year a success.

Report of Veterans’ Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

My report last year predicted that veterans’ services would be called upon for in- 
creased services due to many factors. The increased age of our WWII and Korean 
Veterans and the difficult time many of our Vietnam Veterans are having in making ad- 
justments in their lives. This proved true and for the third consecutive year we had had 
to request an additional amount to our original appropriation in the sum of $20,000. 

This year of 1983-84 we do not expect the need for an increse over our original ap- 
propriation of $50,000. This has been accomplished by our success in aquiring Federal 
Funds, where ever possible, for our Veterans and their dependents. To date we have 
secured in excess of $74,000. in benefits for our Veterans and their dependents in 
Federal Funds. : 

Again this year we will recover in refund Insurance cases and Workmen Compensa- 
tion cases between six and ten thousand dollars. This will be in excess of the 50% refund 
we get under Chapter 115 of our appropriaiton of $50,000. 

We have again handled the fuel program for the fourth consecutive year and 
through Feb. 1, 1984 we have processed 166 applications. And to this date 168 applica- 
tions for tax abatements have been completed for Veterans and their dependents. Our 
daily contacts have ranged from twelve to thirty-six per.day. Along with increased con- 
tacts with State and Federal Agencies on behalf of our Veterans and their dependents. 

I wish to thank our Administrative Assistant, Mrs. Marcia Anapolsky for her 
dedicated efforts and pleasant manner she has provided information and services to our 
citizens. Her outstanding work has reflected the success of our office the past four 
years. 

It has been a pleasure to be of service to the Veterans and their families and the 
citizens of East Bridgewater. If we may be of help in any way to the citizens of East 
Bridgewater, please contact our office between the hours of 8:30 A.M. and 4:30 P.M.

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Report of the Chairman of the 
East Bridgewater School Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The School Committee continues to endeavor to provide the best possible school 
system with the budget provided for the students of East Bridgewater. 

Fiscal austerity has been the watchword for spending by your School Department 
since the implementation of Proposition 2%. Prior to the loss of fiscal autonomy, the 
policy of the school system was, first, to serve the needs of all our students in a fiscally 
responsible manner. This we did and, we believe, did very well at substantially less than 
the average per-pupil cost state-wide. To accomplish this, many new and innovating 
procedures have been put in place, always with the idea of getting the most for whatever 
dollars we have to invest in our children. 

Capital improvements needed to maintain the buildings have begun and, hopefully, 

can be continued on a yearly basis, enabling your buildings to always be in good repair. 
It is hoped that this year the roof of the Central School can be replaced. The roof sec- 
tion to be replaced is over twenty years old. 
A preliminary budget showing a 4 per cent increase over last year’s (not including 
negotiated salaries) has been submitted for Fiscal Year 1985. It is our hope to reinstate 
four teaching positions, three coaching positions (part-time), and to add three advisor 
positions (part-time). With the additional entrance requirements soon to be put in place 
for state universities and colleges, it is imperative that our students be able to meet these 
requirements for admission. 

The School Committee makes every effort to provide an educational system of very 
high standards within our fiscal restraints. It has been ably assisted by various depart- 
ments and boards of the Town, for which we are most thankful and express our sincere 
appreciation.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee 
and Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

I am pleased to submit the annual report of the Superintendent and administration 
of the East Bridgewater Public Schools for 1983. 

The 1983 school year was significant in that we were able to maintain our staffing 
pattern at all schools. This second year without additional personnel reductions gave the 
administration and staff an opportunity to redirect its thinking from a crisis manage- 
ment approach to a more constructive attitude. The greatest strength of the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools continues to be its staff—both certified and non-certified. 
The willingness of our teachers, secretaries, custodians and cafeteria personnel to make 
the welfare of our students their first concern has made it possible for us to continue to 
provide our students with a good, solid educational program. 

Special commendation goes to the three building principals—Mr. Condron, Mr. 
Collins and Mr. Farrell, who have, through their tenacity, flexibility and consistent con- 
cern for their students, provided very positive leadership this year. I am proud to be 
associated with such fine professionals. 

Again this year, one of the major priorities was the development of the school 
budget. The new position taken by the School Committee in funding negotiated salary 
settlements for school personnel in the same manner as other Town employees helped 
develop a better understanding among all departments. The leadership of the Board of 
Selectmen in appointing a Financial Fact Finding Committee to assist Town officials in 
understanding the financial position of the Town and the constructive approach of the 
Finance Committee in funding employee contract settlements at the Special Town 
Meeting in November helped to establish a more positive approach to the financial 
reality of Proposition 2%. Unfortunately, it seems that the budget process takes more 
and more time each year. Fortunately, contract negotiations were completed with 
teachers, custodians, cafeteria staff and secretaries for a two-year period, giving the 
School Committee and administration a clear picture of salary needs for these years. 

A major achievement this year was the painting of both the High School and the 
Central School during the summer. Representing years of neglect and deferred 
maintenance, both projects were made possible due to the extremely mild winter, energy 
conservation and the work of Mr. Achin and our head custodians, all of which have 
helped to reduce the total annual consumption of fuel by 100,000 gallons since 1978. In 
addition to the painting, new gutters and drains were installed at the Central School. 
Minor repairs were also made to the slate roof area of the Central School. The most 
pressing building repair continues to be the Central School roof project which was re- 
jected by voters at the Annual Town Meeting. Hopefully, with the possibility of state 
aid, voters will approve this necessary repair at the next Annual Town Meeting. While 
our buildings are in reasonably good condition, the grounds are beginning to show the 
signs of wear. The track and tennis courts at the High School are overdue for resealing 
and repainting. In spite of the efforts of Mr. Moretti and Mr. Brotherton, the entire site 
shows signs of deterioration. 

One bright spot in the area of facilities was the continued use by community 
groups. Our Evening Practical Arts Program, under the direction of Francis Hallquist, 
increased its enrollment by over 100 people this year. Special thanks to Vincent ‘‘Doc’’ 
Malewicz for his work in coordinating the use of gyms, fields and playing areas by the 
community. ‘‘Doc’’ does this as a volunteer for no additional compensation. 
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Progress was made in developing our computer education programs with a second 
computer lab outfitted at the High School and additional micro-computers purchased 
for the Middle School. Training programs were held for the teaching staff and the 
secretarial staff in computer use. Additional computers are needed and will be pur- 
chased with Federal Funds when possible. Closer coordination of programs between the 
Central and Middle Schools was achieved this year through joint meetings of the ad- 
ministration. The emphasis will be placed upon joint Middle and High School meetings 
next year. 

The School Department must depend upon many Town departments for assistance 
during the year. Our thanks to Town Librarian, Carl Sturgis and to Chief Winsor, 
Chief Arnold, Robert Lundberg, Raymond Tardie and Gene Fortier for the numerous 
times they have assisted us. 

My personal thanks are extended to Mrs. Therese Keohane, Secretary in the Office 
of the Superintendent, who has retired after 18 years of professional service; to my of- 
fice staff for the considerate, conscientious service which they provide; and to the 
members of the East Bridgewater School Committee for your unselfish devotion to the 
welfare of the students in the Town of East Bridgewater.

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Report of the 
Administrative Coordinator for Special Services 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am very pleased to report to you on the delivery of Special Services to our 
students in East Bridgewater. Most of the approximately 340 students with learning 
disabilities are mainstreamed in our own classrooms and are provided direct instruction 
and support services by our very competent professional staff. The Assistant Principals 
and Guidance Counselors continue to monitor this cost-effective model in order to pro- 
vide quality services within our staff resources. We are still receiving an increasing 
number of referrals for evaluation, largely due to larger class sizes and decreased sup- 
port services, and the staff is making every effort to address these demands. I am very 
proud of our staff and their commitment to students. 

Less than ten percent of our Special Needs students are placed outside of East 
Bridgewater. These placements are made with great delibertion. Collaborative 
placements are utilized whenever possible, since they are public school programs pro- 
vided through the cooperative efforts of several school systems for the purpose of pro- 
viding cost-effective services to a low incident population. We presently belong to two 
formal collaboratives, R.E.A.D.S. and North River. Through these organizations we 
participate in programs for multi-handicapped, deaf and hearing impaired, language 
delayed, emotionally disturbed and behaviorally disordered students. Each of these col- 
laboratives has a Board of Directors which includes the Superintendent or a member of 
the School Committee and a Middle Management group of which the Administrator for 
Special Education is a member. This assures that East Bridgewater has an opportunity 
to contribute to program planning, policies and procedures and budgetary decisions. 
Collaborative programs are held in public schools which maximizes opportunities for 
mainstreaming. 

In addition to these formal collaborative arrangements, we also join with 
Bridgewater, West Bridgewater, Raynham and Middleboro in the informal Five Town 
Collaborative. These communities have agreed to share programs without tuition cost 
to best meet the needs of students. We will continue to develop our participation in all 
types of collaborative programming. 

Efforts have been made this year to improve communication between staff. A 
Special Education Handbook was written and distributed to all staff members in order 
to share information and develop further consistency in process. This has been a useful 
resource for both regular and special education staff in understanding the content and 
intent of Special Education regulations and our responsibility to provide services. 

Recognizing the great importance of communication between home and school, a 
Special Education Parent Group has been formed. Members have asked for informa- 
tion regarding parenting skills, community support for schools, mainstreaming and pro- 
gram development and meetings have been planned to discuss these topics. This inter- 
action between parents and educators is essential to the success of our students. 

Appreciation and recognition are given to each person involved in the delivery of 
quality services to our Special Education students. I would like to thank the entire Sup- 
port Services Team and especially the Assistant Principals, Judith Riordan, Joseph 
Cirigliano and George Frye, for their dedication to students. I would also like to express 
my appreciation to you, Mr. Mitchell, for your continued support.

Their suggestions and 
dedication insure that we are able to maintain a positive educational climate in which 
optimum learning can occur. 

Our enrollment as of October 1, 1983 was as follows: Kindergarten, 163; Grade 
One, 134; Grade Two, 166; Grade Three, 166; and Grade Four, 143, totalling 772. This 
represents an increase of 45 youngsters. Our class size, for the most part, remains in the 
high twenties, which is excessive for these critical educational years. 

This fall we were pleased to welcome some new faculty and staff to the Central 
School. In the area of Special Needs, we employed Mrs. Carolyn Silvia. She received her 
B.A. from Smith College and her M.Ed. from Boston University and had several years 
experience teaching in the public schools in Brookline, Mass., as well as Maine and Ver- 
mont. 

Mrs. Carole Andrade was hired as our Art teacher. She is a graduate of Bridge- 
water State College and had substitute teaching experience in the Avon and East 
Bridgewater Public Schools. 

Mr. Robert Bidwell was hired to teach grade four. Mr. Bidwell graduated from 
Boston University and received his M.A. in Counselling from Fairfield University. Mr. 
Bidwell had several years previous teaching experience at the elementary and college 
levels prior to accepting this position. 

We were also pleased to welcome Mr. Russell Murphy as a member of our custodial 
staff this fall. Mr. Murphy was hired to fill the position created by Mr. Wiliam Maskill’s 
death in the spring. Mr. Maskill had been employed here for a number of years and had 
carried out his duties conscientiously and with concern for others. He is sadly missed by 
us all. 

In addition to the above faculty and custodian, we hired Miss Donna Penniman, 
Miss Lynne Rosewell, Miss Sandra Robinson, and Mrs. Lynda Martin as Special Needs 
Aides in the building. These positions are federally funded and provide an invaluable 
amount of support to our program. 

I would be remiss if I didn’t mention the retirement in June of Mrs. Gertrude 
Horsley, who taught at the Central School for twenty years. She was an extremely 
dedicated teacher who encouraged each child and helped them achieve their best. We 
sincerely wish Mrs. Horsley a long and happy retirement. 

This has been a very busy and productive year for the Central School. The teachers 
spent a considerable amount of time on coordinating curriculum at each grade level. As 
a result, we now have a guide indicating what can be expected of children at each grade 
level as regards number facts, creative writing, and timed tests. 

In addition to their academic studies, the children participated in many other ac- 
tivities during the year. Among these were: field trips to Plymouth (grade 3), The 
Science Museum (grade 4), Sachem Rock (grade 2), Children’s Museum (grade 1) and 
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Bridgewater State College Children’s Theatre (grade 1); two theatre productions, one by 
the New England Theatre Guild for Children entitled ‘‘Budilinek and Friends,’’ and 
two Halloween plays performed by the East Bridgewater High School Drama Club; an 
assembly program presented by the Plymouth County Extension Service on bicycle 
safety, entitled ‘“Scoot—The Talking Bike;’’ and the ever-popular field day competi- 
tions in the spring. 

The replacement of the drainpipes and the painting of the trim and the back of the 
building were two maintenance projects which were completed this summer and fall. 
Not only did these projects enhance the appearance of the building, they provided badly 
needed protection from further deterioration. It is regrettable that repairs weren’t made 
to the very badly leaking roof, for I fear that the longer the work is delayed, the more 
costly the project. 

Perhaps one of the most pleasurable experiences for me personally this year, were 
the informal coffee hours held in the community. During these coffee hours, I was in- 
vited to discuss Central School programs and procedures. These coffee hours were held 
in various sections of town and provided those in attendance an opportunity to ask 
questions and make suggestions. 

At this time, I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank the other town 
departments for the cooperation shown to the Central School. In particular, I would 
like to thank Mr. Carl Sturgis and the library staff for their continued support to our 
program; to Chief Winsor, who has arranged to have his men give tours to our 
kindergarteners and speak to many of the classrooms regarding the necessity of fire 
prevention; to Chief Arnold and his officers for their cooperation in visits to the Police 
Station; to Highway Surveyor, Raymond Tardie, for repairs to our drains and sand for 
our play areas, and to all other town departments for their assistance throughout the 
year. 

A special thanks goes to the many parents who in one way or another have 
volunteered their assistance over the course of the year. Too many to mention 
specifically, suffice it to say that each and every effort is gratefully appreciated. 

To you, Mr. Mitchell, along with your assistants, Miss Williams and Mr. Achin, 
and to the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, I would like to extend 
my sincere appreciation for your continued support and direction during this past year. 
This type of cooperative attitude and positive communication, enables our school 
system to continue to provide the children of East Bridgewater with the best possible 
educational opportunities. There’s no doubt that our motto—‘‘YOUR PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS...THERE’S NO BETTER PLACE TO LEARN,” is a true reflection of our 
school system.

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Report of the 
Principal of the Middle School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell, 

I am pleased to submit my annual report as Principal of the Middle School. 

Our total enrollment as of December 1983 was 759 students. The distribution of 
these students by grade is as follows: 

Grade 5, 173; Grade 6, 176; Grade 7, 199; Grade 8, 203; Ungraded, 8. The pro- 
jected enrollment for this school year was 730 students, thus the building has exceeded 
projections by 29 new students. Although the Middle School is still overcrowded, we an- 
ticipate that the projected decline in the system enrollment will eventually alleviate this 
problem. 

The reorganization that took place during 1983 allowed the Middle School to 
return literature to the core curriculum as a separate subject. It also allowed us to 
preserve the organizational elements we employ, specifically Team-Guidance meetings, 
direct Special Services Support to the classroom, and flexibility in dealing with the 
academic, social and developmental needs of our students. In addition, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Eileen Williams, the services of Dr. Timothy Goguen were made available to 
the staff for consultation and advice in developing programs and plans for our students. 

Two new programs were implemented in September which were designed to serve 
students who need more intense and direct support in their academic work. Mrs. Judith 
Bougas has developed a Learning Center Resource Program that allows students the op- 
portunity to work both in the regular classroom and the Learning Center to upgrade 
their academic performance. Secondly, Mrs. Robin Billing and Mrs. Jean Bumpus of 
our Chapter I staff have worked out a program with the classroom and special area staff 
that give students real vocational experiences that are related directly to the curriculum 
they receive in the classroom. This reinforcement of skill development on such a wide 
scale will directly benefit the students by integrating these basic skills with the oppor- 
tunity to apply them in a real and practical manner. 

In curriculum areas, we were able to offer computer instruction to our staff. Mr. 
Stanley Bonham taught workshops for our teachers and aides, familiarizing them with 
basic computer functions and operations. The addition of several computers allowed us 
to begin to expose our students to some basic computer education. Presently, we are 
developing a Computer Literacy course for the 1984-85 school year that will involve all 
of our students in a sequential four-year course designed to completely familiarize them 
with all the basic elements of computer technology. 

This past year, several of our staff members chose to change their jobs or to retire. 
Mrs. Jean Smith, who had served as the Chapter I Reading Teacher so successfully, 
retired in June. Mr. Jefferson Prestridge, the Assistant Principal, was appointed to the 
position of Superintendent of Schools in Salem, Connecticut. In addition, Mrs. Ruth- 
Ann Alexander and Mr. George Pelati, decided to work in fields outside of education. 
These individuals served the students in East Bridgewater with dedication over a period 
of many years and should be commended for their efforts. 

New to the teaching staff this year are the following: Miss Agnes Hayes, grade 7 
and 8 science teacher. Miss Hayes is a graduate of Mt. St. Mary College, New Hamp- 
shire and has a Master’s Degree from Rivier College, Nashua, N.H. 

Mr. Robert Johnson, grade 8 social studies teacher. Mr. Johnson is a graduate of 
’ University of Massachusetts and has a Master’s Degree from Fitchburg State College. 

Mrs. Robin Billing, Chapter I Reading Teacher. Mrs. Billing is a graduate of Ohio 
Wesleyan College and has done graduate work in Reading Education. 
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Mr. Joseph Cirigliano has transferred from the high school to the position of Act- 
ing Assistant Principal at the Middle School. He has truly been an asset to the operation 
of the school and has quickly and effectively assumed his duties. 


Highlights of the year: 

— The Drama Club Production of the plays ‘‘Up The Down Staircase’ and ‘‘The 
Sound of Music.”’ The two successful projects were most capably directed by Miss 
Marilyn Guarino. 

— The Music Department had a very successful concert program. It also had a large 
number of participants in various musical festivals. In fact, 20% of the members of 
the Southeastern Massachusetts Bandmasters Association Festival Band were from 
East Bridgewater. This honor truly indicates the quality of our program. 

— Mr. Cirigliano has developed an Alcohol and Drug Council in the Middle School. 
This unique educational program has been well received by students and staff. 


In conclusion, I would like to express my thanks to you, Mr. Achin and Miss 
Williams for your support and advice during the year. I also want to thank the School 
Committee for their continuous efforts on behalf of the student population of East 
Bridgewater. The entire staff of the Middle School also should be commended for their 
diligent efforts in providing an excellent educational experience for our students.

Report of the | 
Principal of the High School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report of the programs and activities of 
the high school during this past year. The community of East Bridgewater can 
justifiably take great pride in its high school which continues to successfully prepare its 
youth for desired future endeavors. As the last step in the ‘‘required public school’’ 
educational sequence, the high school is pleased to reflect upon the fine educational 
training and involvements which are provided for and experienced by the young adults 
whom we serve. It is a credit to the entire excellent staff of the high school that, by and 
large, the adolescents of the East Bridgewater community do enjoy attending their high 
school; and consequently, actively involve themselves and benefit from the academic 
and co-curricular programs available. I take great pride in the knowledge that, day in 
and day out, high school employees perform their responsibilities with utmost concern 
and professionalism. 

High school enrollment as of October 1, 1983 was 702 students. Individual grade 
enrollments were: 186 in Grade 9, 165 in Grade 10, 167 in Grade 11, and 184 in Grade 
12. This represents an overall increase of ten students over one year ago. 
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This year we are pleased to welcome three new employees to the high school. They 
are: John D. Barry, Acting Administrative Assistant (Holy Cross College, B.A. English 
and Harvard University, M.E.D. Educational Administration); Patricia Lovett, 
Foreign Language teacher (Regis College, B.A. French/Spanish); and Keith Richards, 
Provisional Mathematics teacher (Bridgewater State College, B.S. Education). Return- 
ing from two-year leaves of absence are Barbara O’Neill (Business Education), and 
Janice Williams (Guidance). 

A small number of staff members who have served the high school and community 
well over the years left during the last year. Joseph A. Cirigliano has assumed the posi- 
tion of Acting Assistant Principal at the Middle School for this year. Marion Farrar’s 
retirement as a Home Economics teacher brought to a close a professional career of 
twenty-five years at East Bridgewater High School as an instructor. Grace Swierk, Pro- 
visional Business Education teacher, and Elizabeth Savery, Provisional Guidance 
Counselor, were not employed due to the unavailability of positions. Deborah 
Hanscom, English teacher, has been granted a leave of absence. Dorothy Martin’s 
retirement as matron after eighteen years of faithful service was accepted, with regret, in 
September. Walter Tucker, Custodian, resigned to accept a similar position in another 
town department. Each of these fine individuals will be missed and are wished every 
success in the years ahead. 

The high school has made many advancements in our curriculum and program and 
services. Continued emphasis upon developing content outlines and specific objectives 
for each course in our Program of Studies has been made. As we approach the begin- 
ning stages of our ten-year accreditation process, our academic program is being re- 
viewed and modernized. The development of a Mid-year and Final Examination pro- 
posal to be implemented during the 1983-84 school year has been completed and, 
hopefully, will have significant impact upon internal evaluation of curriculum by pro- 
fessional staff, as well as preparing students for future post-secondary examinations of 
a similar nature in education and employment. Acquisition of Apple Computers and 
related software for use by all disciplines has allowed us to maintain a computer orienta- 
tion program for our students which will expose them to the increasing uses and needs in 
a modern day society. The development of a Grade 9 Chapter I Program to assist 
students low in ability but without special needs in the reading and/or mathematics | 
areas has been a most beneficial improvement to our program. Implementation of com- 
uterized Educational Plans in the Special Education area and of a Computerized Report 
Card System have modernized these services and resulted in notable time saving for the 
staff. Our efficiency has been improved greatly in these areas. 

I wish to note conversely that again this year, due to having an insufficient number 
of faculty to staff student requested programs, the high school has been forced to make 
a decision not to offer courses in Calculus, Advanced Physical Science, Humanities, 
American World Government, Clothing and Textiles and the like. Each year courses 
such as these, which are selected by small numbers of students, are cancelled as teachers 
are assigned to teach classes with higher enrollments. Unfortunately, class sizes for 
many of our more popular courses are in the range of 30:1 which restricts individualiza- 
tion. 

The dedicated efforts of specific individuals such as Assistant Principal Judith 
Riordan and 1982-83 Administrative Assistant Joseph Cirigliano, and 1983-84 Acting 
Administrative Assistant John Barry are, in a large part, responsible for the positive 
forward movement of the high school. Mrs. Riordan consistently provides a total effort 
- to coordinate the various high school disciplines and support services on behalf of im- 
proved quality of education for students. Mr. Cirigliano and Mr. Barry have main- 
tained continued successful emphasis upon improving student discipline (50% less 
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suspensions from the previous year and a reduction in overall discipine problems) and 

attendance (increase of 112% to 91.5% average daily attendance for the last school 

year). 

East Bridgewater High School today is a well-organized, quiet and orderly high 
school in which students willingly participate in a multitude of planned creative and 
developmental academic experiences and enjoy involvement in rewarding student ac- 
tivities programs with each other and with students in neighboring schools. 

The enthusiasm and dedication of quality individuals such as Daniel Lasdow, 
Director of Music; Judith Kraemer, Athletic Director; and George McCabe, Co- 
ordinator of Student Activities, along with the many fine consultants, coaches, and ad- 
visors that work directly with our students provides our youth with a maximum of per- 
sonal and social involvements. 

Highlights of the 1983 school year are many and meaningful: 

- The announcement of the selection of Stephen F. Andrews, Christopher 
Beaudette, Peter G. Brooks and Richard W. Julian, all members of the Class of 
1984, as Commended Students in the National Merit Scholarship Competition. 

- The establishment of a second computer lab enabling increased numbers of 
students to become exposed to and involved in computer information experiences. 

-- The success of Social studies teacher, Eileen Silva, and five Grade nine students 
(Lea Corkum, Pam Dunivan, Susan Dunne, Nancy Julian, and Michelle Spagone) 
in winning the Senior High School Division for Group Performances in both the 
Southeast District and the Massachusetts ‘‘National History Day Contests.’’ With 
community donations, this talented group was able to travel to and compete in the 
National Contest at the University of Maryland in the spring. 

- The declaration by Town Selectmen of January 12 as Viking Marching Band Day 
in East Bridgewater to recognize the achievements of the high school’s marching 
band and color guard. Proclamations from Town Selectmen, Representative 
Chiocca, and Senator Kirby were presented at a school-wide assembly program. 

- The graduation of the Class of 1983 on Sunday, June 5, featuring a Commence- 
ment Address by Henry F. Owens III, Class of 1960. Of the 156 graduates, 53 per- 
cent indicated an intent to pursue post-secondary education, 33 percent to enter the 
work force, 11 percent to the Armed Services, and 3 percent to pursue other in- 
terests. 

- Baccalaureate and Honors Evening on June 2, during which $21,754 in local aid 
was awarded. Also awarded were National Honor Society certificates and 
Academic Achievement Awards. 

- The National Honor Society Induction on October 25 during which twenty-five 
outstanding students were inducted into this prestigious group. 

- The SADD (Students Against Drunk Driving) Assembly organized by the Alcohol 
and Drug Information Council. 

- The Junior and Senior Prom Safety Campaign Assemblies presented by the 
Alcohol and Drug Information Council. 

-  ‘*Healthworks 83’’ coordinated by Mr. Cirigliano and the Student Senate during 
which 202 members of the community received health care screenings. 

- The continued efforts of the Key Club to provide helping programs such as Project 
Share to deliver Thanksgiving Meals to shut-ins, the annual Halloween K-4 Party, 
and the Christmas canned food drive in conjunction with the Future Nurses Club. 

- Student Senate hosting its annual Bloodmobile, ‘‘Almost Anything Goes’’ com- 
petition for the March of Dimes and Scholarship Auction. 

- The extensive involvement of a multitude of students in the Student Activity Pro- 
gram and the interest in elections for Class Officer and Student Advisory Councils. 
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- The efforts of the many concerned parents who comprise the membership of the 
Music Parents Association and Viking Sports Parents Association. Through their 
efforts our students are provided with award jackets and trophies, entrance fees for 
Band and Winter Guard competitions, paid consultants, game films, and many 
other specific benefits. . 

- The involvement of approved community volunteers in the high school program. 
Namely, Mrs. Diane Barbour (Guidance Clerical Assistant); Mrs. Eleanor 
Danielson (Audio-Visual Media Assistant); Mr. Theodore Barbetto (Football 
Assistant); Ms. Dawn Whiting (Softball Assistant); and Mr. William Solari, Mr. 
William Carnes, Mr. Jeffrey Godfrey and Ms. Susan Larsen (Marching Band 
Assistants). 

- The well-attended and highly successful Parent-Teacher Conferences, Spring and 
Fall Open Houses, the Spring Grade 8 Program of Studies and Course Orientation 
Night, the Fall Grade 9 High School Orientation Night and Financial Aid Night. 

- The Spring Academic Awards Assembly to recognize outstanding achievement by 
individual students in each high school subject. 

- The attendance of students Jennifer Hall, Peter Brooks, and Susan Sullivan along 
with mathematics teacher, Leanna Russell, at the New England Junior Science and 
Humanities Symposium at the University of Massachusetts, Amherst. 

- The Annual Postural Screening of all Grade 9 students by Physical Education Staff 
and School Nurse, Barbara Alexander. 

- Permission granted for the Brockton Self Help Program to use the high school 
Child Care Room as a pre-school classroom for twenty community children and 
their teachers for the 1983-84 school year. 


The year 1983 has been one filled with news of nationwide, state, and local educa- 
tional reform studies. Similarly, we, too, in the high school have continued to look even 
more deeply into what our program goals and results are, and how we might improve 
our process and our product. On the horizon, we can foresee the implementation of a 
Weighted Class Rank, revised graduation requirements, implementation of a revised 
credit system and the continued revision of our program of studies offerings to highlight 
but a few of the planned changes. The teaching staff of the high school has completed a 
very demanding year, as many new procedures have been implemented, including the 
increase of standards of expectations for both student responsibility and educational 
mastery. The teaching staff of the high school is to be commended for its willingness 
and desire to implement this significant upgrading of our program. 

My sincere thanks, as always, go out to you, Mr. Mitchell, for your outstanding 
leadership and powers of observation, understanding, and organization and to the East 
Bridgewater School Committee for their open-mindedness, honest decision making, 
and great concern for our students and community. I am grateful to members of all 
other town departments who unhesitatingly assisted us during the year. In specific, to 
Chief Winsor and Chief Arnold and their staffs; to our Town Selectmen; and to Town 
Librarian, Carl Sturgis and his library staff for the support of our program. Finally, to 
Coordinator of Special Services, Dr. Eileen Williams; Administrative Assistant, 
Richard Achin; to my assistants, the entire high school staff, our excellent student body 
and our community, I wish to say thank you for a wonderful year. Your dedicated ef- 
forts have produced measurable growth for our high school program.

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Report of the 
Director of Music 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

The Music Department is pleased to submit its report for 1983. 

This past year has been significant in many ways for our music program. Our 
superb music staff has continued its outstanding work for the musical education of all 
East Bridgewater students. Mrs. Wilcox, as Middle School music teacher and choral in- 
structor at the Middle School and High School; Mr. Fantucchio as Middle School band 
conductor and Instructor of Music, High School jazz band and High School Marching 
Band Instructor; Mrs. Zahakos as Central School music teacher, choral instructor and 
recorder ensemble instructor have all made outstanding contributions of their time, ef- 
fort and musicianship. 

There has been some improvement to the music teaching environment at the 
Middle School. 

We have regained the use of the Middle School music room for music classes. 

The new process of scheduling music classes for 18 consecutive days allows for con- 
tinuity, follow-up and the presentation of material in a format that makes sense to the 
students. 

Mr. Fantucchio’s position of Part-Time Music Teacher 4 days a week has been in- 
creased to full time. 

However, we are still hindered by inadequate rehearsal time for Band and Chorus 
and restricted teaching space for lessons. 

The Music Parents Association has continued its outstanding support of our music 
program this past year. Over $14,000 was raised through various fund-raising projects 
to finance the trip to Washington, D.C. last May. The Music Parents Association also 
provided funds for consultants to work with the marching band, accompanists for the 
choral performances, subsidy of the Youth Concert at Symphony Hall program, Color 
Guard and Show Choir uniforms and many other services. The Music Parents Associa- 
tion officers for 1983 are:

The High School Band, Chorus and Color Guard travelled to Washington, D.C. in 
May 1983 to participate in The Festivals of Music. The Concert Band and Choir per- 
formed at George Washington University. The Choir under the direction of Mrs. 
Wilcox, received an excellent rating and Ist prize in the Choral Festival. 

The Viking Band performed its field competition program and received a 3rd place 
award, as well as Ist prize for the best brass section in the competition. The Viking Band 
also performed in the parade on Constitution Avenue. The band received the 3rd place 
award for their performance. 

The Color Guard performed its contest program and did an outstanding job, 
receiving a fourth place award. The entire trip was very rewarding, musically, educa- 
tionally and socially. It was a beautiful experience for our students and parents. 

Student participation in State, District and local music festivals continues to in- 
crease. More students are interested in auditioning, and the number of students ac- 
cepted continues to rise. This is due to our Community School lesson program, in- 
dividual testing twice a year and, for the most part, to the preparation given the students 
by Mr. Fantucchio and Mrs. Wilcox. These teachers spend many additional hours 
preparing their students for the auditions.

Chamber music is a very important aspect of a student’s musical development. The 
Student Recital and Senior Recital are special opportunities for our vocal and in- 
strumental students to present solo and small ensemble performances. Each year the 
Senior Recital is given in memory of Steven Mitchell, Class of 1974 at East Bridgewater 
High School and an active member of the High School band and chorus. — 

Band and Choral clinics were held, providing contact with professional musicians 
and college and university music faculty from the area. This past year we were fortunate 
to have Mr. Douglas Wauchope, Director of the South Shore Conservatory, Brockton 
branch, and principal bass trombone with the Boston Opera Company Orchestra. Mr. 
Wauchope is a fine musician in great demand as a trombonist and clinician. He regu- 
larly performs with the Boston Symphony Orchestra and the Boston Pops Orchestra. 
Mr. Wauchope gave many helpful suggestions to our instrumental students at the 
Middle School and High School. 

Dr. Maxine Asselin of Bridgewater State College worked with our choral students 
on musicianship, breathing, diction and expression. Dr. Asselin is a recognized au- 
- thority on choral singing and presents outstanding choral programs each year. Her help 
was very beneficial to our choir as evidenced by its success in Washington. 
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The newly organized High School Show Choir under the direction of Mrs. Wilcox 
made its debut this past year. The medium of a ‘‘Show Choir’’ incorporates both sing- 
ing and dancing in an upbeat style which is fun to perform and entertaining to watch. 
The 20 students, male and female, learn choreographed dance routines to various styles 
of vocal music similar to a Broadway production. 

We have continued our participation in the Youth Concert Program at Symphony 
Hall, Boston. Students in grades 5-8 can subscribe to a 3-concert series by the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra designed especially for this age group. Interest in the concerts is 
high with 50 students attending. We also participate in the High School series for 
students in Grades 9-12. This 2-concert series is designed for the High School age group. 
We have 40 students participating. Mrs. Joan Leland continues to serve as town 
chairperson for the concerts and has done a remarkable job organizing this program.

Plans are underway to save the Steinway Grand piano presently stored in the High 
School. This very valuable instrument is in great need of repair. The entire piano needs 
to be reconditioned. The town has a large investment in a superb musical instrument. 
To replace it would cost over $15,000. However, it can be repaired for under $8,500. 
Considering the amount of use the piano in the High School Auditorium gets, not only 
by the school music department, but by the various organizations in town, restoring this 
piano would be very wise. This would give East Bridgewater an irreplaceable, first 
quality piano, which would last for many years. This piano was purchased by the town 
in the 1950’s. Another 30 years of use for under $8,500 is certainly money well spent. 

The Viking Band performed at the Memorial Day and Veterans Day Parades and 
opening day activities for the Little League and Soccer Associations. 

The High School Band and Chorus performed assembly programs for the Central 
School, the annual Pops Concert sponsored by the Music Parents Association; the High 
School chorus performed at the ACDA Choral Festival, Tri-County Choral Festival 
and the Heritage Music Festival in Newport, Rhode Island. 

Performing groups in all schools presented their annual Winter and Spring concert 
programs. 

For the future, I look forward to increased opportunity for all students to par- 
ticipate in the study and performance of music. Students not in the school bands and 
choruses should have the chance to study and learn about our musical heritage. Courses 
designed for the general student body should be offered on the High School level, as 
well as specialized courses in Music Theory and History for those wishing to pursue ad- 
vanced study. 

Chamber music opportunities with solo and small ensemble performances will be 
encouraged, and I continue to look ahead to the development of a strings program in 
anticipation of someday having a High School Orchestra. 

The support of the Community as well as the School Administration has been most 
welcome. A healthy, active music program is an indication of a comprehensive educa- 
tional philosophy. Active participation in music is important to the education of the 
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students of East Bridgewater and improves the quality of life for all of us.

Report of the 
Director of Physical Education 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I hereby submit my report for the year 1983. 

Physical Education, as an integral part of the total educational program, con- 
tributes to the physical, mental and social qualities of the individual student. 

Therefore, the objective this year became a reflection of changes and adjustments 
so as to maintain what was and in some ways still is the best physical education program 
in the area. 

Such changes and adjustments resulted in the need to evaluate the curriculum and 
to restructure the staffing pattern. Some of the modifications were as follows: 


At the Central School, physical education is now offered only on a 
once-a-week basis for each of the grades. 


The Middle School classes were scheduled on an eighteen-day cycle. 


Freshmen and sophomores at the High School have health education 
on Mondays with the junior and senior classes scheduled on a one-half year 
basis. 


The program of studies in the area of health education has been incorporated into 
the physical education classes for grades nine and ten. Health education is a program 
which strives to promote the development of sound principles and practices of good 
health through classroom participation and parental reinforcement. 

This year was highlighted by field days and intra-murals at each of the schools. The 
extra-curricular programs at the Central, Middle and High Schools consisting of gym- 
nastics, swimming, floor hockey, cross country, basketball and volleyball were, once 
again, very successful. 

The school recreational program and facilities continues to serve the community 
and contributes to enjoyable use of leisure time. 

Therefore, I look forward with great anticipation and expectations as we continue 
the quality of our physical education programs with a staff whose dedication to the 
students and community is highly commendable.
